ORANJESTAD - The go¬ 
vernment of Aruba proudly 
announced this week that 
Aruba will soon be boasting 
a total of 5 weekly flights 
from Canada. 

During the recent ATCA 
2012 Conference held here, 
SunWing Airlines announced 
that they would be adding an 
additional flight from Mon¬ 
treal beginning in the winter 
of 2012-2013. 

The airplane that will be 
used from Canada is a 737- 
800 jet with a seating capac¬ 
ity of 189 passengers, and the 
flights will be weekly on 
Sundays for an entire year. 

Along with this news, 
Westjet Airlines from 
Toronto arrived here on Sun¬ 
day and inaugurated their 
very first flight to Aruba. 

Westjet began flying a 
Boeing 737-800 with a seat¬ 
ing capacity of 136 passen¬ 
gers, and theirs will also be 
weekly Sunday arrivals. 

According to Vice-presi¬ 
dent and Network Manage¬ 
ment and Alliances’ John

These were all 
invited by ATA. General sales 
rep of Aruba in Canada, 
Colleen Lessard, also came 
along.

Top Aruban athletes seeking 
classification for 2012 Olympic Games 


SAVANETA — This weekend 
at the Roly Bisslik Olympic 
Pool in Savaneta, the interna¬ 
tional swimming competi¬ 
tion, dubbed Stingray 
Challenge, will be held here. 
The Stingray Swimming 
team is in charge of the or¬ 
ganization. 

During the three days of 
competition, two Aruban 
swimming athletes, Jemal Le 
Grand and Allyson Ponson 
will be working diligently to 
classify for the 2012 London 
Olympic Games. 

Aruba’s 2011 athlete of 
the year, Allyson Ponson, 
who surprised us all with her 
two final B accomplishment 
in the 2011 Pan-American 
Games in Guadalajara, Mex¬ 
ico, will once again, try to 
classify for the Olympic 50m 
and 100m free swim 2012 
Games. 

Allyson Ponson is cur¬ 
rently swimming at 50m free 
in a time span of 26:38. The 
classification time span for 
WO is at 26:15. For the 100m 
free Allyson is currently 
swimming at 58:30, while the 
classification WO time is set 
at 56:48. 

Jemal, the masculine ath¬ 
lete, on the other hand, is the 
holder of an Olympic schol¬ 
arship from the International 
Olympic Committee. Jemal 
is currently attending Sage- 
mont School in Florida, 
where he is combining swim¬ 
ming with his studies. He is 
also working hard to classify 
in the discipline of 50m and 
100m free. Jemal’s time in 
the 50m free is at 24:45, 
while the classification time 
is 22:88. For the 100m free, 
Jemal is swimming at 52:39, 
while the classification time 
for WO is 50:53. 

It is important to mention 
here that it has never oc¬ 
curred that an Aruban athlete 
failed to classify for Olympic 




Games. Hence, 
we are con¬ 
vinced that 
Allyson and 
Jemal will 
make history 
for Aruba this 
weekend. 

The classifi¬ 
cation schedule 
for both ath¬ 
letes is as fol¬ 
lows: Saturday 
evening at 7:25 
Allyson Pon¬ 
son will swim 
the 50m free. 

And Jemal will 
swim the 50 m 
free at 7:30. 

Then, on Sun¬ 
day morning at 
11:35 Allyson 
Ponson will 
swim the 100m 
free, while 
Jemal will 
swim his 100m 
free at 11:50 
am. Both ath¬ 
letes have their FINA points 
in the 100m free.

But the prognosis 
for Venezuela's increasingly reclusive president has been 
a highly guarded state secret Besides distorting his fea¬ 
tures , the chemotherapy he's receiving has rendered him 
bald.

PARAMARIBO - Suriname’s 
President Desi Bouterse says 
he doesn’t understand the com¬ 
motion surrounding the so- 
called 1982 December 
murders of 15 opponents of the 
military regime led by Mr 
Bouterse, then army com¬ 
mander. 

The past years have wit¬ 
nessed many other deaths, Mr 
Bouterse says: “We sympa¬ 
thise with all survivors, but 
soldiers and police officers 
have been killed too. Don’t 
they have wives and children 
too?” 

Mr Bouterse is currently 
being tried for the murders but 
parliament recently passed a 
law that grants him amnesty. 
The move prompted interna¬ 
tional outrage and the Nether¬ 
lands suspended its financial 
aid in response. 

Mr Bouterse made the re¬ 
marks on Saturday evening in 
the capital Paramaribo during 
a so-called reconciliation and 
unity meeting attended by sev¬ 
eral thousand people. The 
gathering was organised by the 
country’s three government 
parties. In his speech Mr 
Bouterse spoke of forces that 
try to destabilise Suriname and

provide misleading informa¬ 
tion. Observers say the presi¬ 
dent was alluding to the 
Netherlands, the country’s for¬ 
mer colonial ruler, and Suri¬ 
namese nationals living in the 
Netherlands. 

Also on Saturday, Ronnie 
Brunswijk, said he will con¬ 
tinue to back Desi Bouterse 
until 2030, adding that his co¬ 
operation with his firmer ad¬ 
versary is meant to demon¬ 
strate true peace to the Suri¬ 
namese society. 

Tf Bouterse and Brunswijk 
are able to cooperate, one 
should expect more for the 
country. It shows that there is 
real peace between these two 
leaders. I’ll continue to back 
him 100 percent from 2015 to 
2020 and then on to 2030 and 
on, you do the math,’ 
Brunswijk said at the unity 
manifestation held at the Inde¬ 
pendence Square last Saturday 
night. 

Brunswijk boasted that the 
incumbent coalition is invinci¬ 
ble. He reminded the audience 
that he and Bouterse were en¬ 
emies during the war in the 
hinterland fought in the 80s 
and 90s, but he signed a peace 
treaty in the interest of the de¬ 
velopment of this country. 


CARACAS (AFP) - President 
Hugo Chavez's repeated trips 
to Cuba for cancer treatment 
and the government's silence 
about his health are fueling ru¬ 
mors that he will name a suc¬ 
cessor to run in October 
presidential elections. 

So far, the government has 
fiercely maintained that there 
is no alternative to Chavez, 
who still leads in the polls. But 
several names have begun to 
circulate among observers to 
take the helm should Chavez 
delegate his powers. 

Foreign Minister Nicolas 
Maduro, Vice President Elias 
Jaua and National Assembly 
President Diosdado Cabello 
are considered potential candi¬ 
dates. They are already cited in 
polls, triggering speculation 
over the ramifications of a pos¬ 
sible succession battle. 

Any departure of Chavez 
from the national stage would 
have profound consequences 
in Venezuela, where he has 


governed since 1999. It would 
also have a huge impact across 
Latin America, especially in 
leftist ally nations which have 
been showered with his coun¬ 
try's oil wealth. 

Jaua will soon be named 
president of the Council of 
State, an advisory body whose 
creation this week is seen by 
some analysts as the first step 
toward a potential political 
transition since Chavez experi¬ 
enced a relapse of the cancer 
first detected in June 2011. 

"With the lack of informa¬ 
tion, all scenarios are possible, 
including Chavez's absence 
and the naming of a successor" 
for the October 7 vote, said 
Datanalisis polling firm presi¬ 
dent Luis Vicente Leon. 

Chavez returned to Cuba 
last Tuesday for what he called

the "home stretch" of his ra¬ 
diation treatment, without pro¬ 
viding more details. His 
previous stay, which was sup¬ 
posed to have been his last, 
stretched out for 11 days. 


The exact nature of the can¬ 
cer has never been disclosed. 
The 57-year-old underwent an 
operation in Havana on Febru¬ 
ary 26 to remove a second can¬ 
cerous tumor in his pelvic area, 
where a baseball-sized growth 
was extracted a year ago. 

Usually all over the Vene¬ 
zuelan media, Chavez now 
rarely appears in public and 
has been reduced to sending 
out tweets during his long ab¬ 
sences in Cuba. 

Chavez is running for reelec¬ 
tion as a "revolutionary social¬ 
ist" against Henrique Ca- priles, 
the youthful Miranda state gov¬ 
ernor and center-left candidate 
for the united opposition. 

Capriles scoffed at the per¬ 
vasive uncertainty surrounding 
Chavez's political future. "A 
country cannot be ruled via 


a little more than 100 miles 
from Key West. That's farther 
from Florida than the current 
drilling site north of Havana but 
closer to the Gulf Stream, 
which would carry a potential 
oil slick toward the Keys and 
South Florida's beachfront. 

Oil drilling this close to 
Florida, just two years after the 
Deepwater Horizon disaster in

Even in the president's own 
ranks, tensions and divisions 
are growing. But so long as 
Chavez is alive, "these con¬ 
frontations will be relegated to 
the back stage, because the 
president of the United Social¬ 
ist Party can still destroy" his 
rivals, Leon said. 

For now, the firebrand lef¬ 
tist leader's health is oversha¬ 
dowing the run-up to the 
presidential campaign. 

Yet "his absence is not yet 
having an effect on how most 
Venezuelans intend to vote," 
analyst John Magdaleno said. 

But Leon warned that the 
government's silence on 
Chavez's wellbeing and ability 
to run the country could be 
hiding a political maneuver. 

"The president could be try¬ 
ing to prepare a triumphant re¬ 
turn and then, the bigger the 
speculation about his health, 
the less he will need to make 
new proposals" upon his re¬ 
turn, Leon added. 

The electoral campaign of¬ 
ficially gets under way on July 
1, but the law allows for re¬ 
placing a candidate unable to 
run at any time, constitutional 
lawyer Enrique Sanchez Fal¬ 
con noted. 

The most prominent face of 
the left in Latin America, 
Chavez has rallied a group of 
like-minded leaders as a coun¬ 
terweight to the United States.

Alleged Colombian cocaine kingpin surrenders to US 



BOGOTA (AFP) - A Colom¬ 
bian wanted for allegedly 
smuggling tons of cocaine 
bound for the United States 
into Mexico has surrendered 
to US officials and may help 
track down other traffickers, 
Colombian police said yes¬ 
terday. 

The United States had of¬ 
fered a five million dollar re¬ 
ward for the capture of Javier 
Calle Serna, a former leftist 
guerrilla who allegedly com¬ 
manded a paramilitary group 
called Los Rastrojos that pro¬ 


tected drug trafficking net¬ 
works. 

Bogota police chief, Jose 
Roberto Leon, said Calle sur¬ 
rendered to DEA agents in 
Aruba on Friday and was 
taken to New York where he 
was indicted in 2009 on 
charges of conspiracy to im¬ 
port cocaine. 

US authorities allege 
Calle's drug trafficking net¬ 
works likely smuggled more 
than 30 tons of cocaine into 
Mexico since 2008, using 
speedboats, fishing vessels 


and semi-submersibles to 
move the drugs. 

Justice Minister Juan Car¬ 
los Esguerra said Calle nego¬ 
tiated his surrender with the 
DEA, and suggested he 
would be able to provide in¬ 
formation on other top 
Colombian drug dealers. 

"It ? s a clear and resoun¬ 
ding message to all drug traf¬ 
fickers,” Leon told reporters. 
’’They have few days of free¬ 
dom left.” 

Leon singled out by name 
Daniel ”el Loco” Barrera, re¬ 


puted to be Colombia's top 
drug trafficker, heading an 
organization responsible for 
smuggling as much as 900 
tons of cocaine to the 
United States or Europe in 
recent years. 

"The only way out for 
the drug traffickers, the ter¬ 
rorists and the heads of 
drug trafficking groups, is 
to turn themselves in to the 
Columbian justice,” he 
said. 

Colombia is the world's 
biggest producer of cocaine, 


turning out 350 tons of the 
drug in 2010, according to 
UN estimates.

Poll: Romney, Obama nearly tied 
in swing states 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican Mitt Romney has 
evened it up with President 
Barack Obama in swing states 
six months ahead of the US 
election, with the challenger 
seen as a better economic 
steward but Obama more like¬ 
able, a new poll showed yes¬ 
terday. 

In the 12 battleground 
states likely to determine the 
outcome on November 6, the 
president led Romney 47-45 
percent among registered vot¬ 
ers, according to the USA 
Today/Gallup Swing States 
poll. That represents a substan¬ 
tial tightening from the nine- 
point lead Obama enjoyed in 
late March. 

The poll — USA Today’s 
first since Romney became the 
de facto Republican nominee 
last month — also showed a 
widening gender gap. Women 
now support Obama 52-40 
percent, while men support 
Romney 50-42 percent. 

That 20 percent gap is up 
from 12 points in February and 
17 points in March, when De¬ 
mocrats hit out against a "war 
on women” that they said was 


being waged by Republicans 
through policies on contracep¬ 
tion and proposed health care 
cuts. 

Romney, a former venture 
capitalist who touts his busi¬ 
ness experience on the cam¬ 
paign trail, dominated on the 
economic front, with six in 10 
respondents saying he would 
do well or very well handling 
the economy, compared with 
52 percent for Obama. 

In a direct comparison of 
who would do better on the 
economy, Romney nipped 
Obama 47-44 percent. 

"You've got a candidate 
who has just been through the 
bruising Republican primary 
and came out somewhat blood¬ 
ied, so it's pretty remarkable 
that in these target states gov¬ 
ernor Romney is doing better 
than Obama on the biggest 
issue, the economy,” Romney 
pollster Neil Newhouse told 
USA Today. 

Despite Romney's gains, 
the survey shows a potentially 
worrying trend for the ex-gov¬ 
ernor of Massachusetts: a re¬ 
versal of voter enthusiasm 
which had been a Republican 


asset in recent months. 

It said that for the first time, 
Democrats by 11 percent are 
more likely to say they are 
more enthusiastic about vot¬ 
ing, a major shift from the 14- 
point Republican advantage 
from late last year. 

And Obama, by a 27-per- 
cent margin, is seen as more 
likable, according to the sur¬ 
vey, which noted that the more 
likable candidate has won 
every election since 1980. 

"Obama has the softer 
image dimensions tied up: He's 
likable, compassionate, feels 
your pain, relates, under¬ 
stands,” said Gallup editor in 
chief Frank Newport. 

Romney by contrast is seen 
as an "efficient manager” who 
is "less interested in feeling 
your pain than telling you how 
to fix your pain by... doing 
something about it.” 

The poll focused on the 
states of Colorado, Florida, 
Iowa, Michigan, Nevada, New 
Hampshire, New Mexico, 
North Carolina, Ohio, Penn¬ 
sylvania, Virginia and Wiscon¬ 
sin, and had a margin of error 
of four percentage points. 


Officials: US foils Al-Qaeda bomb 
plot against airliner 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States has foiled a plot 
by Al-Qaeda's branch in 
Yemen to blow up an airliner 
and has recovered the explo¬ 
sive device, a US counterter¬ 
rorism official said yesterday. 

"The device was for use 
by a suicide bomber on an 
airliner,” the official told AFP 
on condition of anonymity. 

The plot by Al-Qaeda in 
the Arabian Peninsula 
(AQAP) was uncovered at an 
early stage and represented a 
"success story” for US au¬ 
thorities working closely 
with allies, the official said. 

"At no point were any air¬ 
lines at risk,” the official 
added. 

The bomb had "notable 
differences” from the explo¬ 
sive employed in a failed at¬ 
tempt to blow up a US-bound 
airliner on Christmas Day in 
2009 also linked to AQAP, 
the official said. 

The bomb was "a non- 
metallic device,” he said, pre¬ 
sumably to avoid detection 
by airport security. 

"This suggests AQAP is 
adapting its methodology, its 
tactics etcetera,” the official 


said. 

President Barack Obama 
was briefed about the plot in 
April and was told by his 
deputies that lives were never 
in danger, said Caitlin Hay¬ 
den, deputy spokesperson for 
the National Security Coun¬ 
cil. 

"While the President was 
assured that the device did 
not pose a threat to the pub¬ 
lic, he directed the Depart¬ 
ment of Homeland Security 
and law enforcement and in¬ 
telligence agencies to take 
whatever steps necessary to 
guard against this type of at¬ 


tack," Hayden said in a state¬ 
ment. 

AQAP have been linked to 
the 2009 Christmas plot in 
which a bomb in an attacker's 
underwear failed to detonate 
on a plane bound for Detroit, 
and an attempt in 2010 to 
blow up cargo planes heading 
to the United States with ex¬ 
plosives hidden in printer car¬ 
tridges. 

Despite the thwarted at¬ 
tack, Al-Qaeda's branch in 
Yemen "remains very deter¬ 
mined and resourceful,” the 
US official said.

Rebels holding French 
journalist call for press 
'debate' 


BOGOTA - Leftist guerrillas 
have said they want a "debate" 
on the way the press covers 
Colombia's insurgency, Latin 
America's oldest, before they 
will free a French journalist 
captured last month. 

The leadership of the Rev¬ 
olutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia (FARC) highlighted 
that the journalist, Romeo Lan- 
glois, was wearing a Colom¬ 
bian army uniform when he 
was captured April 28 in the 
course of a firefight. 

"We think the minimum we 
would need for him to fully re¬ 
gain his freedom of movement 
would be the opening of a 
large national and international 
debate on freedom of informa¬ 
tion," the FARC said in a state¬ 
ment released to several media 
organizations Monday. 

Langlois, a reporter for 
global television network 
France 24, had been accompa¬ 
nying soldiers who destroyed 
five cocaine production labs in 
southern Colombia when the 
firefight broke out. 

He is believed to have suf¬ 
fered a bullet wound to his left 
arm. 

Dated May 3, the FARC 
statement was the first by the 
FARC leadership since the 
French journalist went missing 
and was tougher than ex¬ 
pected. 

It referred to Langlois as a 
"prisoner of war," and sug¬ 
gested he had crossed a line by 
embedding with the Colom¬

bian military. 

"Journalists whom the 
Colombian armed forces take 
with them on their military op¬ 
erations do not serve the pur¬ 
pose of impartially reporting 
on reality, but rather manipu¬ 
late it in the service of the war 
project against the Colombian 
people," the statement said. 

A self-described FARC 
commander had taken a softer 
line in a video posted to 
YouTube on Sunday, saying 
the group was holding Lan¬ 
glois, who he acknowledged 
was a French reporter. He said 
he hoped to "soon overcome 
this impasse." 

Colombian President Juan 
Manuel dos Santos has urged 
FARC to release the journalist 
"as soon as possible," saying 
the Colombian government 
was prepared to help facilitate 
his liberation.

Researchers say step closer 
to meningitis B vaccine 


PARIS (AFP) - Researchers 
said Monday they were a step 
closer to developing a vac¬ 
cine against the type of 
meningitis that mostly affects 
Europe and North America 
and kills hundreds every 
year. 

A trial in adolescents in 
Australia, Poland and Spain 
showed them developing an 
immune response without se¬ 
rious side-effects, according 
to a study published in The 
Lancet Infectious Diseases 
medical journal. 

After taking the drug, the 
test group generated antibod¬ 
ies that are active against 90 
percent of strains in the 
meningitis B group affecting 
the United States and Europe. 

"Our data suggest that this 
vaccine is a promising and 
broadly protective meningo- 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Forty-two percent of the US 
population could be obese by 
2030, up from about one- 
third currently, and the asso¬ 
ciated rise in health woes 
would likely cost $550 bil¬ 
lion over two decades, said a 
study on Monday. 

In real numbers, the in¬ 
crease would mean about 32 
million more obese people, 
said the forecast led by re¬

OSLO, Norway (AFP) - Nor¬ 
way on Monday inaugurated 
what it called the world's 
largest laboratory for captur¬ 
ing carbon dioxide, a leading 
strategy for fighting global 
warming. 

Located at an oil refinery 
on Norway's west coast, the 
Technology Centre 

Mongstad aims to test French 
and Norwegian methods of 
capturing carbon dioxide 
emissions and burying them 
underground to prevent them 
from escaping into the atmos¬ 
phere. 

"We need to find a way to 
reconcile the need for energy 
and the need for emission re¬ 
ductions," said Prime Minis¬ 
ter Jens Stoltenberg as he 
inaugurated the site. 

"Carbon-capture technol¬ 
ogy is a key," he said, adding: 
"This technology may deliver 
up to 20 percent of the emis¬ 
sion reductions needed by 
2050." 

Built at an estimated cost 
of 5.9 billion Norwegian 
krone (780 million euros/$l 
billion) mainly with state 
funds, the Mongstad centre is 


"the world's largest and most 
advanced laboratory for test¬ 
ing carbon-capture technolo¬ 
gies", Stoltenberg said. 

The centre is three-quar¬ 
ters owned by the state firm 
Gassnova, followed by a 20 
percent stake held by Nor¬ 
way's Statoil, with the Anglo- 
Dutch Shell and South 
Africa's Sasol holding the re¬ 
maining stakes. 

It is testing technologies 
of the French company Al¬ 
stom amd those of Norway's 
Aker Solutions. 

Stoltenberg launched the 
ambitious project in 2007 with 
the aim of making Norway a 
world leader in capturing and 
storing carbon dioxide, a goal 
he likened in importance to a 
Moon landing. 

But the project has been 
plagued with delays and cost 
overruns: the goal of large- 
scale capture and storage of 
the carbon dioxide emitted by 
Mongstad's refinery and nat¬ 
ural gas processing plant was 
initially set to enter operation 
in 2014, but is now expected 
to become possible in 2020 at 
the earliest.

Lagarde urges flexibility on fiscal targets 


ZURICH (AFP) - IMF chief 
Christine Lagarde yesterday 
called the growth-vs-austerity 
fight a ’’false debate” and 
urged some flexibility for eu¬ 
rozone countries having trou¬ 
ble meeting fiscal targets. 

A day after elections in 
France and Greece delivered 
to power parties opposed to 
severe government cutbacks, 
Lagarde said countries 
should not be forced to 
tighten spending if unexpect¬ 
edly slow growth erodes 
budgets already-troubled 
budgets. 

’’Countries need to keep a 
steady hand on the wheel,” 
she said in a speech in 
Zurich, according to the text 
of her remarks. 

”If growth is worse than 
expected, they should stick to 
announced fiscal measures, 
rather than announced fiscal 
targets. In other words, they 


should not fight any fall in 
tax revenues or rise in spend¬ 
ing caused solely because the 
economy weakens.” 

The issue is crucial to a 
number of eurozone coun¬ 
tries facing recession, includ¬ 
ing three under IMF-EU 
bailouts; Portugal, Greece 
and Ireland. 

All have agreed to the 
March EU compact that in¬ 
cludes tough budgetary tar¬ 
gets, and the three also face 
fiscal performance goals 
under their rescues that have 
contributed to crunching 
growth. 

Lagarde, who did not 
mention specific countries in 
her speech, played down the 
choice between austerity and 
growth. 

’’The growth camp says 
that we need more govern¬ 
ment stimulus to increase 
growth. The austerity camp 


says that markets are sitting 
in judgment over a mountain 
of public debt, and govern¬ 
ments need to do what is nec¬ 
essary to reduce that debt as 
fast as possible,” she said. 

”1 believe it is a false de¬ 
bate... We can design a strat¬ 
egy that is good for today and 
good for tomorrow. Good for 
stability and good for growth 
— where stability is con¬ 
ducive to growth and growth 
facilitates stability.” 

She added that monetary 
policy has already been eased 
with the aim of increasing de¬ 
mand and returning to eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

While monetary policy is 
already extremely loose, 
there might be some scope — 
and need — to go faster in 
some cases,” she said, with¬ 
out being specific on where 
and how.

KHARTOUM (AFP) 
Sudan's failure to agree with 
South Sudan on oil fees has 
cost the Sudanese economy 
$2.4 billion dollars, the fi¬ 
nance minister told parliament 
yesterday. 

The disagreement has been 
at the heart of tensions be¬ 
tween north and South, which 
came to the brink of all-out 
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war until a United Nations- 
imposed ceasefire came into 
effect along their border last 
Friday after a month of fight¬ 
ing. 

”Our losses from not 
reaching an agreement with 
South Sudan for using the 
pipeline are 6.5 billion Su¬ 
danese pounds,” said Finance 
Minister Ali Mahmud al- 
Rasul. 

At the official exchange 
rate, the figure corresponds to 
$2.4 billion, although on the 
black market where the pound 
has plunged in value since 
South Sudan separated last 
July, it would be about $1.2 
billion. 

When the South became 
independent it took with it 
about 75 percent of Sudanese 
oil production worth billions 
of dollars. 

Southern oil represented 
more than a third of Khar¬ 


toum's revenues and its largest 
source of hard currency, leav¬ 
ing the government struggling 
for alternatives since inde¬ 
pendence. 

The landlocked South, 
which said oil provided 98 
percent of its revenues, de¬ 
pended on the north's pipeline 
and port to export its crude. 

But protracted negotiations 
led by the African Union 
could not reach an agreement. 

Khartoum wanted the 
South to pay $36 a barrel in¬ 
cluding a "transit fee” and 
charges for using its marine 
terminal, transportation and 
processing, but the South pro¬ 
posed 70 US cents a barrel. 

With the two sides far 
apart, Khartoum began seiz¬ 
ing oil in lieu of compensation 
and South Sudan in January 
shut down its oil production 
after accusing the north of 
theft. 



Dutch media see Hollande 
as threat to euro recovery

NEW YORK (AFP) - Yellow 
taxis, orange ferries and now 
blue bikes. New York's latest 
transportation initiative got 
an official color Monday — 
plus $41 million sponsorship 
from Citi. 

The program, which envi¬ 
sions 10,000 bicycles and 
600 docking stations, will 
start in July, Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg confirmed as he 
announced the sponsorship 
deal alongside Citi CEO 
Vikram Pandit and other offi¬ 
cials. 

"From its yellow taxis to 
its landmark bridges to the 
Staten Island Ferry, New 
York is a city of transporta¬ 
tion icons, and these signa¬ 
ture blue Citi Bikes will be 
New Yorkers' newest trans¬ 



portation choice," said Trans¬ 
port Commissioner Janette 
Sadik-Khan. 

Sadik-Khan said the Citi 
funds would mean the bikes 
required no use of tax money. 

For users, quick rides will 
be a good deal. 

Just $9.95 will buy 30 
minutes of riding time over a 
24 hour period. That would 
be enough for several hops, 
but for those dreaming of a 
day-long meander through 
Brooklyn, or a ride around 
Central Park, the costs 
quickly mount to levels more 
akin to a rental car. 

Keep the Citi Bike for two 
hours and it costs the access 
fee and an extra $25. For four 
hours you'll be paying a total 
of $82.95. A whole 24 hours 
weighs in at $145 plus the 
initial fee, or a total of 
$154.95. 

Riders who pay an annual 
access fee of $95, instead of 
the 24-hour fee of $9.95, can 
make use of the charge-free 
period as often as they like 
and their grace period is ex¬ 
tended from 30 minutes to 
45. Thereafter the costs are 
the same. 

Fose the machine and it's 
a $1,000 fine. 

According to city offi¬ 
cials, 54 percent of trips 
made by New Yorkers are 
under two miles. The bikes 
will be perfect for "short trips 
that are too far to walk, but 
short enough that a subway, 
taxi or livery might be less 
efficient or more costly," 
Bloomberg's office said in a 
statement.

Lady Gaga teacup fetches $75,300 in 
Japan auction 

TOKYO (AFP) - A 
teacup and saucer 
used only once by 
pop diva Lady 
Gaga has sold for 
more than 6.0 mil¬ 
lion yen ($75,000) 
at auction, the 
sale's organiser 
said Monday. 

With more than 1,300 bids, the week-long auction fin¬ 
ished at 1400 GMT Sunday, with a top offer of 6,011,000 
yen, said Yahoo! Japan, which managed the charity event. 

Payment was required before the winning bid could be 
confirmed, it said. 

The cup was used by Lady Gaga at a press conference 
in Tokyo three months after the massive tsunami of 
March last year swamped a large stretch of coastline. 

Lady Gaga told reporters at the time that she would 
auction the cup, marked with her lipstick and bearing the 
Japanese message "We pray for Japan" along with the 
star's autograph. 

All the money raised will be used to help young Japan¬ 
ese artists who want to study in the United States. 

The teacup was one of a number of items being sold to 
raise money for those affected by Japan's worst post-war 
calamity, and was the second most expensive lot. 

Lady Gaga visited Japan twice after the disaster and 
called on tourists from around the world to follow suit. 

The songstress is due back in Japan this week as part 
of an Asian tour. 

The top-priced item was a Kawai crystal piano used 
by Yoshiki of rock band Japan X, which went for 
11,001,000 yen, Yahoo! Japan said. 

The natural disaster killed some 19,000 people on 
Japan's northeast coast and sparked the world's worst 
nuclear accident since the 1986 Chernobyl disaster, lead¬ 
ing to a plunge in visitors to the country. 
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Priceless Spanish royal 
cello broken: official 


The cello is one of five an¬ 
tique instruments by Italian 
luthier Antonio Stradivari, 
renowned for the exquisite 
sound of his instruments, that 
were acquired by king Felipe 
V who ruled Spain at the turn 
of the 18th century. 

"The cello suffered an ac¬ 
cident on April 13" that 
caused its neck to break 
while experts were examin¬ 
ing it, an official in the na¬ 
tional heritage section of the 
royal palace told AFR 

The official declined to 
give further details or put a 
value on the cello. El Mundo 
newspaper cited experts esti¬ 
mating its worth at up to 22 
million euros ($29 million). 

El Mundo cited an un¬ 
named heritage source saying 
that experts had set the cello 
on its side padded with foam 
so they could photograph it 
but it tipped forward and 
knocked against a table, 
breaking its neck from the 
body. 

"The instrument can be 
easily repaired," the official 
said, adding that the neck of 
the instrument was a not an 
original part of the instru¬ 
ment but had been replaced. 

"These things happen, and 
unfortunately it happened to 
us this time. It is in good 
hands and we will all still be 
able to enjoy the music of 
this cello."

German minister says will 
boycott Ukraine Euro 2012 


BERLIN (AFP) - Germany's 
development minister be¬ 
came the country's first mem¬ 
ber of government to 
announce a boycott of the 
Euro 2012 championships in 
Ukraine over human rights 
concerns, in an interview 
Monday. 

Dirk Niebel told Tuesday's 
edition of Die Welt he wanted 
to send a "political message", 
adding: "that is why I am 
skipping my planned visit to 
a game by the German na¬ 
tional team in Ukraine." 

He said that Kiev had ex¬ 
pressed a will to move closer 
to European values and stan¬ 
dards and could now show 
"how seriously it takes these 
commitments", according to 
a pre-released copy of the in¬ 
terview. 

The announcement came 
during a visit to Berlin by the 
daughter of Ukraine's jailed 
former prime minister Yulia 
Tymoshenko for meetings 
with German political offi¬ 
cials in a bid to raise the issue 
of her mother's plight. 

Germany has been at the 
forefront of international crit¬ 
icism of Kiev's treatment of 
Tymoshenko who was jailed 
for seven years in October on 


The 2012 UEFA Euro¬

Yalta summit meeting while 
German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel is reportedly consid¬ 
ering ordering ministers not 
to attend matches. 

She told a newspaper last 
week that she would decide 
whether to attend the 


Ukraine-held games at the 
last minute. 

The Austrian government 
has already announced a boy¬ 
cott and the European Union 
has said all its commissioners 
will skip next month's Euro 
2012 football events in the 
country. 

Ukrainian Prime Minister 
Mykola Azarov Monday 
slammed Euro boycott calls 
in the country, which co¬ 
hosts the championships with 
Poland starting June 8, as hu¬ 
miliating to the Ukrainian 
people. 

A Ukrainian daily newspa¬ 
per close to the party of Pres¬ 
ident Viktor Yanukovych 
Friday published an editorial 
accusing Germany of not 
changing since the Third 
Reich and still trying to dic¬ 
tate its rule. 

Germany coach Joachim 
Loew Monday joined na¬ 
tional captain Philipp Lahm 
in criticising Ukraine over 
Tymoshenko. 

Loew told reporters that a 
boycott of the European 
championships by any team 
was "clearly not sensible" but 
that the political situation in 
Ukraine was of concern. 

Germany, which is among 
the favourites to win Euro 
2012, will play all three of 
their opening games in 
Ukraine.
